Wa.shington, D. C., Oct. 13.—The ex- 
tent of increases in the price of bread 
or decreases in the weight of loaves 
during the four months from May 15 
to September 15, is detailed in 
figures 
from forty-five of the country's princi- 
pal industrial centers made public to- 
day by the bureau of labor statistics. 


Bakers in reports to the bureau gave 
as reasons the increased cost of mate- 
rials and ingredients, especially 
flour. 
Changes in prices and weig-hts 
have 
been most numerous during the last 
two months which the 
figures 
cover. 
Of 210 brands of bread that retailed at 
five cents and weighed fifteen ounces 
or over on May 15, only four remained 
at tlie same price and weight on Sep- 
tember 15. 
Some bakers are reported 
to have met cost advances by discon- 
tinuing wholesale business, substitution 
of their brands, presumably 
cneaper, 
and elimination of the retiijrn of stale 
bread. 
In May flour was $5.48 a barrel 
wholesale and 
$7.62 retail, leading a 
margin of $2.14 to cover 
transporta- 
tion, retailers' expenses and profits and 
usually jobbers' expenses and profits 
between the mill and the retailer. 
In 
September 
the 
margin 
was 
$1.90 
a 
barrel. 
The retail price of bread per 
pound before baking in May was $.056. 
In September it was $.062. 
The whole- 
sale price of 10.45 ounces, of flour iu 
one pound of bread before^baklng, as- 
suming 300 loaves to the barrel, in May 
was $.018. 
In September it was $.025. 
In May the wholesale yalue of 10.45 
ounces 
of 
flour 
was 
1.8 cents; 
the 
average retail prices for 16 ounces of 
bread, before baking, being 5.6 cents, 
making a margin of 3.8 cents between 
the whole.sale price of 
flour 
in a 16 
ounce loaf of dough and the retail price 
of the sale loaf baket". 
The margin 
figures do not include the cost of retail- 
ing and the retailers' profits. 
Brands 
of bread on September 15 were being 
sold at 12% ounces for 5 cents in one 
city. 
In another the price was 
in- 
creased and the weight was decreased 
at the same time. 
l^Yequently, how- 
ever, increase in price has been accom- 
panied by Increase in weight.

Colonel 
Eopsevelt, however, who is doing more or less of the talking in behalf 
of Mr. Hughes, and who naturally expects to have some further things 
to! say regarding the conduct of affairs should Mr. Hughes be success- 
ful ait the polls, is restrained by no such fine considerations. 
His 
belligerent spirit refuses to be circumscribed by the proprieties to 
which the ordinary mantis amenable, because the colonel himself is 
not jaii ordinary man. He will doubtless cheerfully admit that much 
himgelf. 


In any event, the colonel has again spoken. He sees in the visit 
of the German subniarme to west Atlantic waters another instance 
of "the complete breakdown of the code of international rights," and 
this he blames on "the Pontius Pilate-like construction which Presi- 
dent Wilson has put on neutrality." Just what the colonel would do 
in this juncture is not made definite, but one is left to infer that it 
would be something terrifically spectacular—^perhaps even gory, for 
the colonel is strong for that sort of thing. Perhaps Mr. Hughes, who 
has said that he and Colonel Eoosevelt are "in complete accord on 
everything," knows what it is. The rest of us do not. We are cer- 
tain only of the fact that he is positive everything the president has 
done is wrong, and that if Mr. Hughes should be the choice of the 
people for the presidency, the colonel will undertake to guarantee that 
things are going to be a lot different and a good deal more Roosevelt- 
ian. And does tliat prospect look alluring to anybody save the per- 
turbed colonel himself?

passed a year before the outbreak of 
the war." .said the speaker.

enormous that American- i)u.slness was 
in.iurcd. The increased number of peo- 
ple in America, the growth of business 
and other ejements have caused an in- 
creased importation of goods for the 
last seventeen years under both re- 
publican and democratic tariff 
laws.

"Jf before the outbreak of the war 
the increased importations was but $3,- 
000,000 and our lU'oductive capacity in 
"America is twenty billi'nis of «loilars, 
you will readily see tiiat it is not even 
a drop in tha bucket." 


The Alabaum 
soutlu;rn senator c.v,- 
plained that much of the increased iin- 
portation 
represent-id 
raw 
materia] 
which American 
manufacturers 
were 
anxious to pijrchase as cheaply as pos- 
sible. 
"You Avant cheap lumber and 
other raw material to reduce the cost of 
home-building, don't you?" inquired tho 
speaker. 
"We took down the tariff wall 
which had been erected against the ad- 
mission of raw materials and upon that 
has been builded mvich of the prosperity 
of the countr3^" ' 


Senator Underwood declared the fed- 
eral reserve act to be tlie foundation 
for the best bankinjij and currency sys- 
tem 
ever 
established in any country. 
"We have unshackled business," said he. 
"We liave increased the vahjes in this 
country 
forty billions of dollars. l,r 
600,000 more men are employed now 
than were employed when Mr. Taft was 
president. 
Thé production of goods is 
now $9,600,000.000 more than under 
the Taft regime." 


"Would Not Arbitrate. 


Answering Candidate Hughes' argu- 
ment that President Wilson in settling 
the railroad men's threatened strike had 
surrendered the principle of arbitration, 
Senator Underwood said: 


"The men and managers would not 
».rbitrate," he exclaimed, "and how can 
you compel parties to arbitrate wlio re- 
fuse so to do? We could not force ar- 
bitration and wft did tlie next best thing. 
We enacted legislation which averted a

Washington, D. C., Oct. 11.—Climbing 
roses are propagated mostly by hard- 
wood cuttings made in the fall, many 
cut flower roses may be propagated in 
the same way. 


Hardwood ciittings are taken from 
the dormant wood of winter, while soft- 
wood, or greenwood, cuttings are taken 
when the plants are in active growth. 
To make a 
hardwood 
cutting, good 
strong, well-ripened shoots of the past 
summer's growth 
should 
be selected. 
These are better if cut between the time 
the leaves fall and freezing weather. If 
left until after cold weather, there is 
danger of injury from freejjiing, ^

and sliould be tied in bundles witlj: raffia 
or with siring that^does not rot easily 
if exposed to dampness.

There is a large block of votes in 
southern Idaho which are Hormon and 
which are subject to absolute delivery 
by'the church. 
If the 
church keeps 
hands off and this block of votes di- 
vides evenly, the democrats will win. 
There are reasons to believe that the 
church will keep hands off, but it is 
too early to say definitely. 


After talking Avith republican and 
democratic managers I find the follow- 
.ing facts uncontested: 


The woman vote is largely for Wilson 
on account of his peace record. 
The 
organized labor and railway employes' 
vote is practically solid for Wilson, 
la 
addition, Wilson wil lhave the support 
of an indefinite number of progressive 
voters who have not gone back into the 
republican ranks. 


In favor of Hughes arc the following 
facts: 


The state is normally republican by 
about 70,00 votes. 
There remains no 
progressive organization and practically 
all the progressive leaders and former 
candidates are now for Hughes.

Hughes, the women's ))arty is workinpj 
vigorously against Wilson because he 
did not support the Anthony amend- 
ment and is turning votes from Wilso)!

In the same year tho state elected a 
democratic governor, INIoses Alexander, 
wlio is running again and admittedl>- 
will be re-elected. 
Ale.xander received 
47,000 votes to 40,000 cast for his re- 
publican opponent. 
This victory wi>s 
due in part, however, to a sc-'indal fol- 
lowing tho discovery that there 
was 
$100,000 shortage in tho funds of the 
republican state treasury. 


Idaho is naturally rather progressive. 
Borah is more typical of the electorate 
than is Brady, who would not be in tb-' 
senate had he not been the possessor of 
very wealth. 
Brady is the kind of cit- 
izen who holds the bonds which control 
the ncwspapere," and whoso business in- 
terests are identical with those of tho 
hydro-electrics power trust, resulting in 
newspaper apologies for the Shields bill 
and similar measures.

Uncle Sam Making There 
Interesting Tests of 
Government. 


Washington, D, C., Oct. 13.—One of 
the most interesting experiments in gov- 
ernment to be found anywhere in the 
world today is being conducted by the 
United States. 
It is being tried-out on 
the island of Haiti, upon which are lo- 
cated the Black Republic of Haiti and 
the Mulatto republic of Santo Domin- 
go.* The nature o^ the experiment and 
the causes which led up to this unique 
government venture are set forth in a 
bulletin issued by the National 
Geo- 
graphic society. 


"After a centixry of effort to main- 
tain itself as a separate, 
independent, 
sovereign nation, 
Santo 
Domingo in 
1905 foxmd itself about to fall a victim 
to its own excesses," says the bulletin. 
"Revolution had. followed revolution al- 
most with clocklike regularity. 
There 
were assassinations, there were betray- 
als, there were conspiracies, there were 
wars 
within and 
wars without—war 
with Haiti over boundary questions and 
civil war over the control of the gov- 
ernment. 
Debts were piled up without 
thought of the day of payment or even 
provisions 
for 
meeting 
the interest 
charges. 


"So long and so steady was the orgy 
of revolution, speculation, 
debt-making 
and interest-dodging that 
the 
nation's 
credit grew worse than that of its in- 
dividual citizens. 
Finally, the day of 
reckoning came. 
Foreign warships ap- 
proached the ports whose harbois had 
given refuge to the 
great 
discoverer, 
Columbus, and whose capital city still 
contains what undoubtedly are his ashes, 
and demanded that the claims of their 
subjects be satisfied—claims for money 
advanced, claims for interest 
accumu- 
lated, claims for property wantonly de- 
stroyed—and they demanded it at 
the 
point of big naval gims. 


"In a predicament froni which 
they 
were powerless to extricate themselves, 
,the Dominicans woro road%- enoxigh 
to 
negotiate a treaty trirning ovrr the con- 
trol 
of tho country's 
custom?; to 
tlie 
United States if, in r tiini therefor, the 
United States wouii! ])rotect them from 
angry European creditur.s and 
rejuven- 
ate their 
treasury. 


"And so it was thai in 190.") ilic I'ni- 
ted States undertoolc to pcrvp, a» ti'cas- 
urer 
of Santo Dop-iingo and to 
vouch 
for her debts. 
The tariiV wa^ quickly 
revised, the American 
aufhoritics lirg- 
ing tliat duties 
be 
laid on 
luxuries 
rather than upon necessities, upon tlic- 
things 
of 
tl\e ricli ratiu-r 
tlian 
upon 
tose of the poor. 
The tarifT .as a wliolc 
was cut down, the general reduction be- 
ing 50 per cent, on export taxes and 
14 per cent, on import duties. 


"And yet in spite of tliis great 
re- 
duction, in spite of payments of 
$1,- 
200,000 a year on tlie debt, there was 
Itsil left a greater net income for the 
use of tiie government than it liad ever 
had 
before. 


"For a long time it was thought that, 
deprived of the opportunity of securing 
customs-house 
revenues 
fhrougli 
the 
seizure of ports, revolutions cnuld 
not 
support themselves. 
But after six or 
seven years of peace trouble broke out 
again, and during 1914 and 1915 it bo- 
came so serious that tho I'nited States 
was 
forced to intervene 
in 
behalf 
of 
peace and to demand, with marines on 
shore and naval guns trained and point- 
ed on the ports, that the country re- 
turn to a state of (¡uiet. 
And so to- 
day the Dominicans, realizing hat 
the 
Monroe doctrine is determined to afford 
them protection from their own excesses, 
their own bitter passions and blind pur- 
poses, have accepted tlie inevitable and 
have secured the blessings of peace from 
without 
when they 
could 
not 
attain 
t h a t end themselves. 
It is a reluctant 
acquiesce2ice they yield, but a 
whole- 
some one, none the less. 


"it 
has not been without 
effort or 
without 
expense, nor yet without 
the 
actual sacrilice of blood and life that 
our country lias stepped in to play tlie 
role of good samaritan to the 
people 
of Santo Domingo, Haiti and Nicaragua, 
who had lost the blessings of peace and 
were unable to regain them. 
In Haiti 
alone we lost one officer and six ma- 
rines and had a number wounded. But 
out of this altruistic effort are growing 
results of which a nation that 
covets 
no territory, that 
seeks only its own 
security and tlie welfare of its un%r- 
tunate neighbors, maj' well be proud, 


"In Porto Rico we have reduced the 
de-'ii rate from 4.5 per thousand to 19 
p 
thousand, 
and a beginning 
along 
th 
same line is being made in these 
ne»,- fields of American endeavor. 
In 
Porto Eico wages have increased from 
16 cents to 75 cents, and stable con- 
ditions show encouraging results in the 
same direction in our new ward lands. 
In Porto Rico the 
school 
attendance 
jumped from 20 per cent, to more than 
85, and these new wards are 
trying 
to follow in Porto Ricx)'s path. 


"Wherever America has gone, whether 
t o Cuba, whether to Panama, whether 
to Santo Domingo, Porto Rico, Nicar- 
a ^ a , the Philippines, or Haiti, the wel- 
fare of the people has been her first con- 
cern; and while 
all 
colonial 
history 
shows that the tares of evil are never 
absent from the wheat of 
good, 
our 
nation's record of 
help 
given whore 
most needed is one that well may chal- 
lenge our admiration and quicken our 
patriotism.

Federal Health Men Are 
Sent Out to Teach 
Sanitation. 


(By F. M. Kerby.) 


Washington, 
D. C., Oct. 13.—To 
banish typhoid fever from the face of 
America, 
eliminate 
malaria, prevent wa- 
ter-borne and insect- 
carried diseases, cut 
do-wn the death rate 
and 
sickness 
rate 
and boost the happi- 
ness 
product 
of 
America a thousand 
fold^—such IB the bisr 
.1ob 
undertaken bs' 
the . United 
States 
public 
hra,lth ser- 
vice, 
a job bigger 
than the dlgrKing of 
the Panama canal or 
building the government 
railroad in 
Alaska. 


For two years the work of studying 
rural 
sanitation has been going on 
under supervision of Dr. [j. Jj. Luma- 
den of the public liealth service and 
twenty-nine field offlcers. 


The method pursued is to select one 
rural county in each state and make an 
Intensive survey of health conditions. 
Up to date seventeen counties In as 
many states have been surveyed. 


In a few more years every state will 
have been studied. 


In one county aJone, Greenville, S. C., 
more than 12,000 farm houses were vis- 
ited. 


The public health service knows all 
about each of these farms; where the 
dwelling house is located, how it is 
constructed, whether It is screened; 
where the well is located, or whether 
the water comes from a spring; where 
the water supply is obtained with ref- 
erence to the stable and hog pen. 


It knows whether 
there has ever 
been a case of typhoid on the farm and 
why. 
The public health officers have 
talked with farmers and wives on every 
one of these farms in the seventeen 
counties. 


In everj- one of the counties the 
death 
rate from typhoid 
fever has 
has been cut between 30 and 90 per 
cent! 


In most instances the result of the 
survey has been to convince the farm- 
ers of the necessity of enforcing strict- 
er sanitary 
regulations. 


The "clean up" of a single county 
has acted as a stimulus to all the 
other counties and as a result the 
death rate 
from typhoid and other 
diseases due to poor sanitation, bad 
water supply, or insects and animal 
parasites, has been cut.

It will be installed 
in Fort Wayne and kept going at an 
annual ex])ense of several thousand dol- 
lars. 
There will be no new revenu® to 
draw on. 


Fort Wayne will be the first city in 
tlie state of Indiana to get tliis new sys- 
tem. 
Only a few cities in the entire 
country have tin's added free service. 
Tiie plan is a forward step which all 
progressive gas companies will 
sooner 
or later adopt in order to give, more ser- 
vice than accustomed. 


The gas company in this city has 
kept the lights in the business places 
in good condition at regular 
monthly 
assessment on the part of the consum- 
er. 
This will be continued but the home 
maintenance will bo absolutely free, but 
will not be so frequent.

WOÜLD EVADE FATED 


Rumanian King Reported to 
Have Made an Appeal 
to the Allies. 


London, Oct. 13.—(2:.'50 a. 
ra.)—The 
Times publishes an interview given to 
its correspondent Avith the 
Rumanian 
army by the king of Rumania in which 
the monarch appeals to the allies not 
to permit his country to suffer the fate 
of Serbia and Belgium. 


"The Rumanians will not falter," the 
king said, "in their nllegianco to the 
cause nor can the enemy wean them 
from their faith in their allies. 
Yet th« 
Rumanians pray that in spite of their 
existing exigencies and their own huge 
I>roblem, the allies will not allow the 
affair.s of Rumania, who has staked her 
all in this conllict, to pass into the back 
of their minda and to BufTer that she 
may meet the fate of eliher Belgium 
or Serbia." 


King Ferdinand eaid that 
Rumania 
Iiad not been moved to enter the war 
by mere expediency, but that her deci- 
sion was based on the biggest principled 
ue 
nationality, 
"^gaimt . Qwmaiur. 


there was at the beginning of the war 
no hostility, rather perhaps friendship, 
for economically Germany was an asset 
to the development of our induatrj- ami 
a potent instrument in forwarding tho 
prosperity of our country. 
But with 
tho progress of the war Rumania bcga^i 
to feel tho subtle force of enemy in- 
trigue endeavoring in every way to force 
us into tlio struggle against our owi 
real interests. 


"If Rumania has been criticised here- 
tofore, let the world consider her posi- 
tion: 
A small power with a small army 
surroimded by giants faced a practical 
problem. 
With a v.-cstern frontier near- 
ly 700 miles long, 
which 
alone 
was 
piroater than the English and French 
fronts 
combined 
and Bulgarian 
fron- 
tiers, almost undefended and near her 
capital, stretching for other hundreds 
^f miles to tho south, she had to await 
tho time when she could act with rea- 
sonable assurances of protecting herself 
and having the support of her allies. 


"A small country in 
a 
great' 
war. 
which proniiacs to last for at least an- 
other year, faces certain sacrifices and 
the consumption of her respiiroefl. 
But 
such is the confidence of- Rumania in 
the justice of her cause and tlie faith 
of lier allies that sh.e has cask her lt;t 
with them with tlip conviction that her 
great associiates will see that. she does 
not prove to b<' the third small power 
destroyed in this great conllict."

Indianapolis, Oct. 13.—l^resident Wil- 
son, here yesterday, replied to the re- 
publican charge 
that 
the 
democratii; 
party is a sectional 
party, with tho 
statement that "any man who revives 
the issue of sectionalism in this coun- 
try is unworthy of the confidence of 
the nation." 


The president 
came to Indianapolis 
to address good roads advocates and 
farmers, review an auto parade 
cele- 
brating Good Roads day of the Indiana 
centennial, and attend a non-partisan 
luncheon of leading 
Indiana 
citizens. 
He was seen by crowds which packed 
the streets for blocks. 
In his first set 
speech he spoke of the good 
done 
highways in preventing sectionalism. 


"My 
fellow^ citizens," he continued, 
"I need not tell you that I did not eonio 
here to talk politics, biit there is one 
thing that is pertinent in this connec- 
tion which I cannot deny myself the 
privilege of saying. 
Any man who re- 
vives the issue of sectionalism in this 
country is unworthy of the confidence 
of the'nation. 
He shows himself a pro- 
vincial. 
He shows that he himself does 
not know the various sections of his 
own country. 
He shows that he has 
shut his own heart up in a little prov- 
ince, and that those who do not seek 
the 
special interests of that 
province 
are to him sectional while he alone is 
national. 
This is the depth of anti- 
patriotic feeling." 


The 
president 
devoted 
most of his 
first address to a discussion of the "na- 
tionalization"' of America. 
He declared 
for the nationalization, mobil'ziition and 
co-operation of the countiy's resources. 
He said that after the European war 
it will be necessary 
for the 
United 
Ptates to join all its forc<>s together. 
He repeated his former declarations in 
favor of a league of nations to main- 
tain peace. 
Bordering on the political, 
the president 
declared 
that 
"talking 
through the hat ought to be a. dead in- 
dustry" and that every man who speaks 
'II public should have the motto, "Put 
up or shut up." He added that he wa-» 
willing to take "my own medicine" and 
that "if I don't put up I am ready to 
shut up." In this brief luncheon speech 
the president said smiling that the re- 
pnblicans were .iust as good Americans 
as he was and that he would not "read 
'hem out of school" unless they 
were 
bad Americans. 


"For after all," he added, "we have 
a common object. 
The quarrel for the 
next three or four weeks is how to real- 
ize what we all wish to accomplish."

But 
what most persons do iiot know is that 
the wireless is now being used for the 
Bavin" of lives on land. 


Those rescued are not liardy mariners 


nor terror-stricken passengers of ocean 
liners, but the widows and orphans of 
men in the grip of a force far more ter- 
rible and relentless than the sea. 
Al- 


ready the health and in many cases the 
lives of several hundred widowed moth- 
ers and their children have been.saved 
by the messages carried through the 
ether, and more are being added every 
day. 


The, 
scheme is that adopted by the 


American relief committee, a country- 
wide organization, which is raising a. 
fund for the German widows and or- 
phans of the war, to overcome the bar- 
riers the struggle has put in the way 
of communication with Germany. 


Members of the American colony in 


Berlin, under the patronage of Ambas- 
sador Gerard, instituted the movement. 
Figures wore shown ti> prove that them 
are now something like 400,000 widows 
in Germany, and a total of more than a 
million widows and orphans. 
Jt was 


also shown thai, the pension allowed by 
tho German government, while ample 
in more normal times, falls woefully 
short in this area of high prices. 


The crying need of the helpless ones, 


they learned, is for money to oke out 
their incomes, and bridge over the gup 
between starvation and the necessary 
minimum of' food and clothing. 
This 


tremendous task the cmnmiUee under- 
took, not, indeed, with any hope of sav- 
ing the homes and the lives of all those 
In want, but rather to do what they 
could for the most needy—the widows 
with the largest families, and in the 
greatest want. 


The only positive way of communicat- 


ing with 'Germany in these days of 
blockades and censors-in via wireless, 
and accordingly the wireless has been 
called into play.

!The German submarine U-53 and its raids on allied commerce off the 
New England coast are responsible for the latest contribution to the 
colonel's troubles. 


Mr. Hughes has announced that he refrains from comment on the 


new submarine situation brought about by the nearness of the sub- 
marine warfare to the New England coast through his desire to do 
nothing and to say nothing that might embarass the president in 
dealing with the new development in the war problems. 
Colonel 


Roosevelt, however, who is doing more or less of the talking in behalf 
of Mr. Hughes, and who naturally expects to have some further things 
to say regarding the conduct of affairs should Mr. Hughes be success 
ful at the polls, is restrained by no such fine considerations. His 
belligerent spirit refuses to be circumscribed by the proprieties to 
which the ordinary rnan*is amenable, because the colonel himself is 
not an ordinary man. He will doubtless cheerfully admit that much 
himself. 


In any event, the colonel has again spoken. He sees in the visit

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Uncle Sam Making There 


Interesting Tests of 


Government. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—One of 


the most interesting experiments in gov- 
ernment to be found'anywhere in the 
world today is being conducted by the 
United States. It is beiaj tried-out ou 
the island of Haiti, upon which urc lo- 
cated the Black Republic of Haiti and 
the Mulatto republic of Santo Domin- 
go. The nature of the experiment mid 
the causes which led up to this' unique 
government venture are wt forth in a 
bulletin issued by the National Geo- 
graphic society. 


''After a century of effort to main- 


tain itself as a separate, independent, 
Sovereign nation, 
Santo 
Domingo in 


1905 found itself about to fall a victim 
to its own excesses," says the bulletin. 
"Revolution had followed revolution al- 
most with docklike regularity. 
There 


were assassinations, there were betray- 
als, there were conspiracies, there were 
wars 
within and 
wars without—war 


with Haiti over boundary questions and 
civil war over the control of the gov- 
ernment. Debts were piled up without 
thought of the day of payment or even 
provisions 
for 
meeting 
the interest 


charges. 


"Po long and no steady was the orgv 


of revolution, speculation, debt-matins 
and imprest-dodging that the nation's 
credit grew worse thnn that of its in- 
dividual citb.cn?. 
Finally, the day of 


reckoning ramp. 
Foreign warships ap- 


proached the ports whose harboi* had 
given refuge to the great discoverer, 
Columbus, and whose capital city still 
contains what undoubtedly are his ashes, 
and demanded that the claims of their 
subjects be satisfied—claims for mons 
advanced, claims for interest accumu- 
lated, claims for property wantonly de- 
stroyed—and they demanded it at the 
point of big naval guns. 


"In a predicament from which the} 


were powerless to extricate themselves, 
.the Dominicans were ready enough to 
negotiate a treaty turning over the con- 
trol of the country's customs to the 
United States if, in r turn therefor, the 
United States would protect them from 
angry European creditors and rejuven- 
ate their treasury. 


"And so it was that in 1905 the Uni- 


ted States undertook to serve as treas- 
urer of Santo Domingo and to vouch 
for her debts. 
The tarilf was quickly 


revised, the American authorities urg- 
ing that duties 
be 
laid on luxuries 


rather than upon necessities, upon the 
things of the rich rather than upon 
tose of the poor. The tariff as a whole 
was cut down, the general reduction be- 
ing 50 per cent, on export taxes and 
14 per cent, on import duties. 


"And yet in spite of this great re- 


duction, in spite of payments of $1,- 
200,000 a year on the debt, there was 
Itsil left a greater net income for the 
use of the government than it had over 
had before. 


"For a long lime it was thought that, 


deprived of tho opportunity of sec-wing 
customs-house 
revenues 
through 
the 


seizure of ports, revolutions could not 
support themselves. 
But after six or 


seven years of peace trouble broke out 
again, and during 1914 and 1915 it be- 
came so serious that this United States 
was 
forced to intervene in behalf of 


peace and to demand, with marines on 
shore and naval guns trained and point- 
ed on the ports, that the country re- 
turn, to a state of quiet. 
And so 1o- 


day the Dominicans, realizing hat the 
Monroe doctrine is determined to afford 
them protection from their own excises, 
their own bitter passions and blind pur- 
poses, have accepted the inevitable and 
have secured the blessings of peace from 
without when they 
could not attain 


that end themselves. It is a reluctant 
acquiescence they yield, but a whole- 
some one, none the less. 


"It lias not been without effort or 


without 
expense, nor yet without the 


actual sacrifice of blood end life that 
our country has stepped in to play the 
role of good sanmritan to the people 
of Sa.nto Domingo. Haiti and Nicaragua, 
who had lost the. blessings of peace and 
were unable to regain them. In Haiti 
nlone we lost one officer and six ma- 
rines and had ii number wounded. But 
out of this altruistic effort are growing 
results of which a nation that covets 
no territory, thai seeks only its own 
/security and the welfare of its unfor- 
tunate neighbors, may well be proud. 


"In Porto Rico we have reduced the 


clp-'h rate from 45 per thousand to 19 
p 
thousand, and a beginning alow; 


tl 
same line is being made in these 


iuvv fields of American endeavor. 
In 


Porto Rico wages have increased from 
16 cents to 75 cents, and stable con- 
ditions show encouraging results in the 
same direction in our now ward lands. 
In Porto Rico the. school 
attendance 


jumped from 20 per cent, to more than 
85, and these new wards are trying 
to follow in Porto Rico's path. 


"Wherever America has gone, whether 


to Cuba, whether to Panama, whether 
to Santo Domingo. Porto T\ico. Nicar- 
agua, the "Philippines, or Haiti, the wel- 
fare of the people ha? been her first con- 
cern: and while all 
colonial history 


shows that the tares of evil are ncvor 
nbscnt from the whont of gnod, mil-

the water comes from a spring; where 
the water supply is obtained with ref- 
erence to the stable and hog pen. 


It knows whether thpre has ever 


jeen a case of typhoid on the farm and 
why. The public health officers have 
talked with farmers and wives on every 
ono of these farms In the seventeen 
counties. 


In every one of tho counties the 


death rate from typhoid fever has 
has been cut between 30 and 90 per 
cent! 


In most instances the result of the 


survey has been to convince the farm- 
ers of the necessity of enforcing strict- 
er sanitary regulations. 


The "clean up" of a single county 


has acted as a stimulus to all the 
other counties and as a result the 
death rate from typhoid and other 
diseases due to poor sanitation, bad 
water supply, or insects and animal 
parasites, has been cut.
